In 
the fuee of this adverse majority Turpin 
ciimt> up with a certified majority of 
13.01)0, but a majority of the elections 
committee find that McDuffie was elected 


>y a majority of 5,000. The evidence 
howa that in violation of law the Demo, 
cr.its appointed Democrats as inspectors 
at everj precinct or selected colored men 
who were too ignorant to detect fronds 
that were p»r|ietraied. The Republicans, 
anticipating fraud, appointed a chairman 
ami secretary at e\ ry polling place, who 
•.'.i-re stationed outsid,* and kept account 
of Hsch vote cast and who casi it. Every 
Republican 1. Id his ticket in full view, 
and when it « s handed up to the judges 
of the election, the Republican outside 
watchers made a record of the fact. The 
evidence sho«s that 07 per oent. of the 
vot-»s polled in the district were cast for 
the Rt-publican ticket, and that Republi- 
cans were well organized and took active 
interest throughout the district. But in 
epite of this evidence the Democratic 
members of congress—probably every 
one of them—will vote to keep Turpin in 
the seat.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—The Senate 


was in secret session yesterday after* 
noon for four hours diacusslnc the re> 
port of the committee which has been 
investigating the disclosure of execu- 
tive proceedings of the Senate.

Ing's Daily Press published a lengthy 
sensational article exposing the al- 
leged crookedness of Ex-Deputy Ward- 
en C. B. Cherrington, of the peniten- 
tiary. It is charged in this article that 
Cherrington i* guilty of killing Convict 
Clark Oun by pushing him off the roof 
of one of the prison building! on De- 
cember 8, 1888, and that in his efforts to 
save himself from arrest on the charge 
of murder, he blackmailed Dr. Clemer, 
the prison physician, and Guard Zink, 
and finally arranged matters so that hia 
tool and accomplice in all these con- 
spiracies, Charles M. Lockard, could 
make his escape from State prison. 
Lockard is the prisoner who, with the 
Convict Thomas Stoots, walked out 
through the prison gataa without a pass 
on November 3, 1889. He was recapt- 
ured about a month ago at Elmore, O. 
On his way back to the penitentiary ba 
leaped from a flying train near Shelby 
and was shot In tha mouth by Marshal 
Woods, and is still confined in the 
prison hospital. 
Cherrlngton resigned 


his depiityship a few weeks ago and ii 
a 6uperi.nir.dont of a machine chop in 
Indana now. The penitentiary was re- 
organized yesterday under the new offi- 
cials, and it is said that the Legislature 
will investigate Cherriagton's case. It 
Is believed that the Governor will take 
steps to bring Cherrlngton back to un- 
dergo an overhauling of his course. 


The retiring 
warden, 
Mr. 
Coffin, 


thinks the story regarding the escape 
of Lockard is a very likely one. Ho 
does not think, however, that Charring- 
ton arranged for the escape in order to 
reward Lockard for the service ha had 
rendered him, but because he thought 
that the prisoner might at some tirae 
expose him.

These resolutions as adopted declare 
that:

rights In ull that is essential, aa well as In tho 
form of procedure, and the legal remedies 
Incident thereto, abioluttly In like rnaqaer 
aa said natives. A nation has not, nor rec- 
ognizes IB favor of foreigners, any other ob- 
ligations or responsibilities than those 
which In favor of the null'1 es are e»fab 
llaliecl, In like cas*>, by the C institution and 
the laws. 


The report from the committee on 


general welfare recommending arbitra- 
tion for the settlement of all controver- 
iles between American Eapublks and 
European nations was also adopted. 
There was some discussion over the 
supplemental report of tho committee 
on general republics, and before it was 
settled a recoss was taken. 


When the conferenoe reassembled 


after ieoess, Secretary Blaine, in open- 
ing the afternoon session, said: 


MB. PRESIDENT: 1 am very happy to an-

arbitration winch two hours ago might have 
been reared, It, I hope, entirely removed, 
und the resolutions of the honorable gentle-

even dates with the Treaty of Arbitration. 
So they stand and fall together. They aro 
born together and If they die they will die 
together; but we shall hope both their lives 
will be perpetual. [Applausel. I shall read 
the first, and as I read each one tbe gentle- 
man opposite me (>lr. Cruse), tlie distin- 
guished gentleman from Guatemala, will 
read tue Spanish text. 


First, That tlie principle of conquest shall 


not, during the continuance of the Treaty of 
Arbitration be recognized as admlsable 
under the American law.

threats of war or the presence of an armed 
force.

luentarlly, 1 shall, with the concurrence of 
my bonoruble and highly-valued friend on 
the right, Mr. Qnintana, move that these bo 
accepted as a substitute for the first, sec- 
ond, third and fourth resolutions of the 
original test. I shall move, therefore—and I 
hope with the entire unanimity of the whole 
conferem w—tbat these written clauses bo 
substituted for those originally reported 
from the committee. 


The resolutions wore then adopted, 


and the conference adjourned to meet 
at eleven o'clock to-day. The confer- 
ence will close its labors to-day ia time 
to permit the members to start on the 
proposed Southern tour late to-night.

the new lioss Carpenters' Association 
and the arbitration committee of the 
striking carpenters yesterday lasted 
more than an hour.
